EDITORIAL 
National Getting Together 


Nature divided the Dominion of 
Canada into two main parts, the di- 
viding line being that stretch of bar- 
ren, rocky country north of Lake 
Superior which separates the fertile 
farms and thriving cities of the East 
from the great expanse of prairies in 
the West. One of the conditions 
upon which British Columbia agreed 
to enter confederation was that this 
gap between East and West should 
be bridged by the construction of the 
C.P.R., and in the half century which 
has passed it has been the aim of 
Canadian statesmen, and the national 
aspiration of the Canadian people, 
that a strong, united Canauian nation 
should be built up on this northern 
half of the continent. 

In many ways that aim has been 
realized. A real Canadian sentiment 
has been developed; an equally strong 
attachment to the British crown ex- 
ists east and west; the development 
of one section has re-acted beneficial- 
ly upon the other section, There is 
today a pride in Canada, and ’a‘con- 
fidence in its future, common to all 
parts of the Dominion. 

Nevertheless it does not require a 
man of unusual powers of observa- 
tion, or super-intelligence, to~Trealize 
that a sharp difference of opinion ex- 
ists between the East and West on 
economic grounds, and to some con- 
siderable extent in the radicalness of 
their political views. And it ‘s equal- 
ly evident that these differences of 
opinion are becoming more _ pro- 
nounced, and the resulting division 
between the two sections of the Do- 
minion is widening, 

It is not the intention of this ar- 
ticle to discuss the causes of this un- 
fortunate difference of opinion, nor 
the merits of the questions in regard 
to which East and West hold antag- 
onistic views and exhibit such a lack 
of sympathy the one with the other. 
It may, however, be necessary to 
mention one or two of these issues 
in order to bring home to our read- 
ers the point of this and possibly sub- 
sequent articles. 

First of all, it might just as well 
be frankly recognized that the Do- 
minion of Canada will never attain

the greatness and prosperity which 
all our people hope for unless the 
gap between East and West is closed 
and until there is developed a closer 
knowledge of each other, a better 
understanding, a willingness on the 
part of each to carry a fair share of 
the national obligations, and a mutual 


less loyal than, or inferior to, 
other section, or that it should 


any 


and equitable share of the national 
obligations. 

There are some things upon which 
the East is inclined to lay great 


stress, and constantly harp upon, 
which it must forget. There are cer- 
tain Eastern traditions, a cértain at- 
titude of mind toward the West, even|{ 
certain policies, which the East must 
not only be willing to have changed 
but must assist in changing. On the 
other hand, there are things which 
the West must remember, conditions 
which they must recognize and to 
some extent at least respect. Neither 
East nor West can have their way in 
everything, nor obtain their desires to 
the full no matter how reasonable 
they may consider them, There must 
be a policy of give and take if Can- 
ada is not to break asunder. All gov- 
ernment is based on compromise. Un- 
less there be compromise, there can- 
not be responsible democratic gov- 
ernment, On the contrary, there 
would be revolution. Evolution, not 
revolution, is the genius of 
responsible government. 

The main trouble in Canada can, 
after all, be traced back to the geo- 
graphical fact referred in the first 
paragraph of this article, the barrier 
erected by nature itself dividing the 
East from the West and making close 
communication of the people difficult 
and exceedingly expensive. Canadian 
development is a constant fight 
against certain natural obstacles. The 
natural barrier already referred to 
means heavy expense for railway 
travel, high freight rates, high tolls 
for telegraphic services, great loss of 
time in maintaining close communica- 
tion, and an enormous handicap~ on 
the intermingling of the people East 
and West. 

Inasmuch as a large percentage of 
Western people came originally ‘rom 
the East, and furthermore © because 
Western people journey East on 
business and pleasure bent to a far 
greater extent than Eastern people 
come West, the people of this sec- 
tion have a better knowledge of the 
East afd Eastern conditions and 
problems than Eastern people have 
of the West. For this reason, West- 
ern people take a larger, broader 
view of national questions than do 
Eastern people, a statement the truth 
of which we do not think can be 
successfully challenged. _ 

In subsequent articles, considera- 
tion will be devoted, in a strictly im- 
partial and thought-provoking way, io 
some aspects of this East vs. West 
Canadian problem and how to bring 
about a better national understand- 
ing.

Manitoba Seed in France 


Success of Western Canadian Seed 
Wheat on French Farms 

An interesting result of the war has 
been the introduction of the cultiva- 
tion of spring wheat from Western 
Canada’ in European countries, In 
France far-reaching results are ,ex- 
pécted from the introduction of this 
wheat into that country, 

The report of an investigation con- 
ducted by M. Martin, director of the 
agricultural department of Indre-et- 
Loire, states: In the least successful 
experiments Manitoba wheat gave 7 
to 11.92 cwt. per acre. Everywhere 
else the yield varied from 9.54 to 16.72 
ewt., the average might without ex: | 
aggeration be placed at 11.14 per cwt. 
per acre. These figures are all the 
more remarkable because the average 
yield of winter wheat is 8.34 cwt. 
There is no doubt that 1917 was a 
very favorable year for wheat-grow- 
ing in that district; May and June 
were wet and there was no excessive 
heat in July. In ‘spite of all disad- 
vantages, M, Martin considers Mani- 
toba wheat excellent for Indre-et- 
Loire. Thanks to this new variety it 
will be possible to eow wheat in 
spring which could not be sown in 
autumn,

Conditions of Soil and Climate Are 
Eminently Favorable 


Farmers generally in Western Can- 
ada have not felt the need of peas as 
a field crop owing to the abundance 
of feed that could be had for the cut- 
ting, but it has been amply detnon- 
strated that conditions of soil and 
climate are eminently favorable to 
the successful growth of this crop, 

During the past five years ficld peas 
haye been grown on the government 
experimental farm at Scott, Saskat- 
chewan, A report jost published 
shows the average yield per acre 
when grown on summerfallow to be 
29.59 bushels. Wheat has been sown 
on the pea ground each year and the 
average yield per acre (29,53 bushels) 
is almost equal to that obtained when 
wheat has becn sown on summer-fal- 
low, whereas, the average from the 
second crop of wheat after summer- 
fallow has only amounted to 22.7 
bushels, In other words, an increased 
yield has been sccured of 6,80 bush- 
els per acre by sowing wheat on pea 
land rather than on land that haa 
previously grown a crop of wheat. 
Judging from the yield of wheat se- 
cured after peas an additional year 
tan be added to a rotation of crops 
by using peas in the rotation. 


One of the difficulties put forward 
as a reason why peas are not more 
commonly grown is that of the diffi- 
culty of securing labor for lharvest- 
ing. One farmer has overcoine this 
difficulty in some degree by harvest- 
ing with an ordinary grain — binder, 
when the peas are. slightly damp. 
Aiter he has removed as much of the 
peas as he can with the binder, he 
turns in his hogs to harvest the re- 
mainder of the crop.

Growth of Canada’s 
Export Trade 


Improvement in Foreign Markets for 
Canadian Products 

From 1914 to 1917 the export trade 
of Canada increased nearly fivefold. 
In 1914 the total value of the exports 
of the Dominion amounted to 
$381,295,854. In 1917 they reached 
$1,547,430,000. During these four 
years the exports of all kinds of pro- 
ducts increased, the most notable be- 
jumped 
from $68,216,972 in 1914, to $170,561,- 
884 in 1917; agricultural produce, from 
$129,122,783. in 1914 to $531,300,259 in 
1917, and manufacturers, from $69,- 
151,924 in 1914 to $682,521,692 in 1917. 

The total value of the exports from 
Canada in 1918 amounted to $1,229,- 
708,244, or about $320,000,000 Icss than 
the previous year’s value. The de- 


This seems to be a very satisfac- 
tory way of dealing with this crop 
under present conditions, Peas are 
excellent fattening foods for hogs 
and sheep, and fed to milch cows, 
pea meal greatly increases the milk 
flow.

war, and in agricultural products cx- 
ported as compared with 1918. 

With regard to exports of agricul- 
tural products in 1918, there is still 
warchoused in Canada, and available 
for export, a substantial surplus, the 
bulk of which is in the form of wheat 
and flour. During the period of the 
war and up to the present time -the 
allied governments have taken a 
large proportion of the wheat and 
flour produced in the Dominion. At 
present her chief customer, Great 
Britain, owing to her having a con- 
siderable stock on hand, has placed 
an embargo on imports. of these pro- 
ducts, and as the Canadian govern- 
ment fixed the minimum price _ of 
wheat produced in the crop season 
of 1918 at $2.24 per bushel, it will be 
responsible to the holders of the 
crop for obtaining the price. To meet 
the situation which has arisen, the 
government has given a guarantee to 
all dealers in grain and to the banks 
that in the event of the overseas al- 
lied governments not arranging to 
purchase this wheat, they will pay 
for it at the fixed price. It is antici- 
pated, however, that purchases ~ ** 
shortly be resumed-by the allies and 
the surplus thereby absorbed. 

During the year there has been a 
substantial. incrcase in exports to 
Australia, British Sotith Africa, the 
British West Indies, Newfoundland, 
Japan and the United States, and in 
imports fromm the British West Indies 
and Australia. The trade returns also 
indicate a gencral improvement in the 
foreign markets fof Canadian  pro- 
ducts, Canada’s foreign trade showed 
a balance of $322,760,000 in her favor 
for the calendar year 1918, and of 
$1,553,936,000 for the four-year period 
1915-18.

Winnipeg, Man. — For the first 
time in the history of the grain busi- 
ness in western Canada, application 
has been made to the board of rail- 
way commissioncrs for the leasing of 
a private wire from the lake ports on 
Superior to a Winnipeg grain office.

Alberta Wool Growers’ Association 
Considering Advisability of 
Establishing Plant 
With Southern Alberta sheep 
ranchers furnishing over thirty-five 
per cent. of the wool handled annual-

Building Codes te * 


Result in Waste 


Should Be So Made That It Can Be 
Revised 

Probably the most tremendous 
waste in building construction is in- 
voluntary and due to laws regulating 
building construction existing in the 
form of state and municipal codes, 
says the American Architect, Efforts 
must be made, the article says, to cor- 
rect these involuntary wastes. 

“The preparation 
of building codes,” the article says, 
“is generally a slow process, being 
usually in the hands. of commis- 
sions Or committees appointed for 
that purpose. The personnel of these 
committes is often unfortunate, being 
dictated by political or private inter- 
ests or compounded of too many hon- 
est and well intentioned persons 
whose competency based on broad 
experience and real practical knowl- 
edege ,is questionable. 

“The code should contain only the 
minimum requirements that are 
necessary to insure that a building is 
structurally safe and sanitary, with 
adequate provision for  fire-preven- 
tion *and safety to life, Following an- 
tiquated precedents, most codes are 
specificafions in effect, long winded 
and often contradictory in their pro- 
visions. It secms ridiculous that a 
law should describe, in minute and 
verbose detail, how mortar should be 
mixed or shingles laid. These things 
are within the province of the archi- 
tect’s activities, and belong in his 
plans and specifications which are 
always subject to the approval of the 
building departments. 

“A code should be so made that it 
can be revised as fast as progress in 
building construction takes place. 

“A city which has an improper 
building code is handicapped and its 
growth hindered by the burden of 
useless costs incorporated in build- 
ing construction, The intelligent in- 
vestor in such projects will locate in 
such cities that make it possible for 
him to secure an adequate return for 
his investments to which every in- 
vestor is entitled. It needs no argu- 
ment to substantiate the fact that 
the state of the building industry in 
any community. issthe index of its 
prosperity. If then behooves those 
who have the interests of the indus- 
try at heart, architects, engineers, 
contractors, material producers, real- 
tors and citizens generally, to make 
the proper revision of building codes 
now the first order of business.”

Winni- 
peg architect who is-now located at 
St. Petersburg, Florida, sends the 
Winnipeg Free Press some interest- 
ing data about the drill hall which 
was recently destroyed by © fire. 
While here in the early days Mr. 
Stewart was draftsman with B.C. 
Kenway, and afterwards associated 
with M. Wilmot. He had consider- 
able work to do with the designing 
of the old general hospital, the Stob- 
art-Eden block, Bank of Montreal, 
St. Mary’s church, and. other  build- 
ings, and in 1887 removed to Texas. 
Mr. Stewart states that the contract 
for the building was awarded in De- 
cember, 1884 ,to Messrs Murray and 
McDiarmid, contractors, of Winni- 
peg. The size of the drill hall was 
90 feet by 172 feet, lear span, with 
locker rooms, club-rooms and. armor- 
ies. for the. different units, saddlery, 
harness, ctc., on both sides. A little 
later an appropriation was made for 
a wooden floor and a gallery, and in 
1886 a further allowance was made 
for an addition on the south end of 
the building for the purposes of the 
field battery, When the building was 
commenced, Lt.-Col. Houghton was 
in charge of Military District No, 10. 
Major Street was stores keeper, Lt+ 
Col. Kennedy in command of the 
90th battalion;. Major Jarvis in com- 
mand of the Winnipeg ficld battery, 
and there was also a small cavalry 
corps. .Hon. J. C. Aikins was. lieu- 
tenant-governor of Manitoba, 

The severe winter of 1884-5 inter- 
fered with the work of erecting the 
drill hall and about the 10th of Apgil 
when six of the thirteen principal ribs 
or trusses were erected in place, but 
not sufficiently braced to withstand 
the fury of a storm of cyclonic force, 
caused- them to collapse and twist 
their moorings with a heavy loss to 
the contractors. 

At this time Mr. Stewart was Ist 
lieutenant in B company of the 90th 
battalion, and the small command was 
in the ntighborhood of the Touch- 
‘| wood Hills, in pursuit of Riel, Pound- 
maker, Big Bear, and/other blood- 
thirsty warriors, so that the © blame 
for the wreck was on other should- 
ers. 

The contractors completed the 
building in proper time, and on the 
return of the 90th battalion, and 
other battalions from the North- 
West campaign on July 15, 1885, the 
troops found the warm welcome a 


joyous one. 
in the city hall square, they marched 
up to the newly-erected drill hall, 
where a splendid banquet was spread 
in the building they had never seen 
before. For three or four days fol¢ 
lowing some of the troops used it as 
a barracks, as many as 500 finding 
sleeping accommodation.
